If  twelve  years  the  founder  of 
Vmbland  woe  able  to  collect  upon 
his  tract — which  had  not  a  singly 
inhabitant  in  1861 — about  eleven 
thousand  people.  Most  of  these 
have  improved  their  condition  ’in 
life  materially  by  settling  there. 
Ma^y  of  them  came  without  suffi¬ 
cient  capital,  and  no  doubt  suffer¬ 
ed  Arom  want  in  the  early  days  of 
thejr  Vineland  life.  But  if  they 
persevered,  two  or  three  years  of 
effort  made  them  comfortable. 
Meantime  they  had,  what  oor 
American  farmers  have  not  in  gen- 
eraJL  easy  access  to  good  schools 
for  their  children,  to  churches  and 
an  intelligent  society,  and  the  pos¬ 
sibly  of  good  laws  regarding  the 
sahi  of  liquor. 

Vineland  was  settled  largely  by 
NeY  England  people.  They  are 
moije  restless  and  changeable  tfion 
the1  Germans  of  Anaheim  ;  lefes 
easily  conteuted  with  mere  com- 
fort>  Tho  New  Englander  seems 
to  ipe  to  like  change,  often,  fpf  ils 
own  sake  ;  th-  German  too  fijp- 
QU'ptiygoes  to  the  bt’ner  extreme, 
and  so  gveatly  abhors  change  that 
lie  ;  goes  without  conveniences 
which  he  might  well  afford.  Ana- 
hei^  and  Vineland  differ  in  these 
respects,  as  the  character  of  their 
iulmbitants  differ.  But  in  both, 
no  one  can  doubt  that  the  people 
haye  been  greatly  benefited  by  tho 
colonizing  experiment  ;  that  they 
notj  merely  livo  better,  but  have  a 
hidier  standard  of  thinking  as  well, 
ana  are  thus  better,  citizens  than 
thenr  would  have  been^ad  thev  re¬ 
mained  in  their  original  employ¬ 
ments  and  abodes.  Some  or  the 
striking  practical  and  moral  results 
of  ihe  Vineland  plaf  of  colt 
tion  was  set  forth  W  Mr.  Landis 
in  a  speech  before  tie  Legislature 
of  New  Jersey  last  year  ;  and  the 
following  extract#  from  this  ad¬ 
dress  are  of  interest  in  this  place :
